from the higher income tax- 
es until next March but the 
treasury expects this revenue 
io fall far below its expec- 
:ations at the time the rates 
were changed.

avoided 
if 
possible. Con- 


ress should resolve to con- 
sider them only as a last re- 
sort.

HUNDREDS INJURED 


IN TOKYO BLAZE 


SPECTACULAR FIRE OCCURS 


IN BIG SHIROKIYA DE- 


PARTMENT STORE 


TOKYO, Dec. 16.—(ff)—Ten per- 
sons were killed and • about 100 
were injured today in a spectacu- 
lar fire in the big Shirokiya depart- 
ment store. 


It originated 'in Christmas tree 


lights and spread rapidly throuh 
large stocks 
of 
celluloid 
toys. 


When the blaze had been exting- 
uished, the upper five stories of 
the building were in ruins. 


The fire broke out before many 


customers had arrived but it was 
estimated 1,000 persons were in the 
building, of which 600 or 700— 
mostly sales 
girls—were trapped 


on 'upper floors at first. 


In the panic, a few jumped from 


the building and were killed. Oth- 
ers were suifocated before fire- 
men began a series of spectacular 
rescues. Hundreds were taken off 
the balcony of the fifth floor by 
ladders, ropes and canvas chutes. 


Two hundred were huddled in 


the roof garden while smoke bil- 
lowed around them when firemen 
finally arrived and rescued* them. 


Five army airplanes assisted ^y 


dropping rope ladders. 


A battalion of troops, with fixed 


bayonets, held back throngs press- 
ing fire lines and bloc'.ilr" traffic 
in' the heart, of the city for three 
hours. 
\ 


The blaze was subdued shortly 


after noon. The seven story build- 
ing was left a shell. 


In the menagerie on the roof 


garden, two lions, two bears, and 
several monkeys were roaring and 
screaming, adding to the panic. 
All of them survived since the fire 
did not penetrate the roof. 


The loss was estimated 
unoffi- 


cially at about 
20,000,OPO 
yen 


(about $4,000,000).

FERGUSON LOSES ANOTHER 


ROUND IN EFFORT RESTRAIN 


STATE HIGHWAY CONTRACTS 


AUSTIN, 
Dec. 17.-—(/P)—Formerj trading against "available" funds. 


Governor James ]D. Ferguson 
has 


lost his di.sirirt court fight to re- 
strning the Texas highway com- 
mission from further pledging the 
state fund for construction proj- 
ects 


Judge Carl Runge, presiding over 


the court, of Judge J. D. Moore, 
who is ill, yesterday instructed a 
verdict against Ferguson, who was 
joined in- the suit by Bailey Hardy 
of Breckcnridge and 
John 
M. 


Chamberlain of Palo Pinto county. 
Judge Runge previously overruled 
a motion of Ferguson's attorneys 
for a directed verdict in their fa- 
vor and rejected another motion 
by plaintiffs that the case be sub- 
mitted to a jury on special is- 
sues. 


Ocie 
Speer, 
attorney 
for 
the 


plaintiffs, gave notice of appeal 
to the third court of civil appeals. 
James V. Allrcd, attorney general, 
who handled the case in defense of 
the highway commission, announc- 
ed he would join with Sneer in a 
request to the appellate court that 
the case be advanced ou its dock- 
et for an early determination. 


Tho plaintiffs 
alleged in their 


suit that outstanding contracts and 
liabilities against the highway fund 
were in excess of the fund's abil- 
ity to pay. It also was contended 
that the highway commission had 
no right 
to anticipate 
probable 


receipts of the fund in contracting 
for construction. 


Speer argued to the court that 


the commission was limited to con- 


He claimed funds were not "avail- 
able" until they actually had been 
received by the treasury. 


The state was upheld in its con- 


tention that the commission was 
legally empowered 
to 
anticipate 


funds in making awards so long 
as Its estimates of probable re- 
ceipts were 
reasonable 
and not 


based on an abuse of discretion. 


The court fight between Fergu- 


son and the highway department 
had its inception on November 25, 
when Judge Moore granted a re- 
straining order to Itecp the com- 
mission from 
making 
further 


awards. 
Allrcd appealed to the 


third court of civil appeals and 
that tribunal dissolved the injunc- 
tion. 
Ferguson's attorneys then 


asked the supreme court to re- 
strain the commission from letting 
contracts until an appeal could be 
perfected to it from the lower ap- 
pellate court. This relief was de- 
nied, the supreme court holding 
the matter would have to come to 
It in the regular way, through ap- 
plication for writ of error. 


The plaintiffs then 
sought 
in 


vain to have the third court of 
appeals stay its dissolution man- 
date until the question of law In- 
volved could be determined by the 
supreme court. 
Spoer then filed 


a motion i for rehearing 
of 
the 


cause before the third court and 
it was overruled. Notice was giv- 
en that an application for writ of 
error would be made to the su- 
preme court.
